Summary 

'  Fruit  supplies  in  the  19^-1-42  r^eason  are  exoected  to  be  slightly  to 

moderately  larger  than  in  the  preceding;  season.     Fruit  exports  probably  v/ill 
continue  to  represent  a  very  small  portion  of  the  total  amount  marketed.  Thus, 
the  increase  in  the  total  supply  of  fruit  available  for  domestic  consumption 
probably  mil  be  about  as  great  as  the  increase  in  production.     The  orice  ef- 
fects of  these  increased  supplies  will  be  at  least  partly  offset  by  increased 
consumer  demand  for  fruits  and  fruit  r^roducts.     Returns  to  growers  generally 
mil  be  larger  than  in  1940-41. 

In  California  the  peach  crop  is  estimated,  as  of  July  1,  to  total  21.5 
million  bushels  compared  with  23.6  million  in  the  summer  of  1940.  The  cling- 
stone crop  is  estimated  to  be  10  nercent  smaller  and  the  freestone  crop  7  Der- 
-cent  smaller  than  in  1940.  The  smaller  prospective  crop  this  season  compared 
with  last,  and  the  improved  deiaand  situation,  '^dll  favorably  affect  the  prices 
paid  by  canners  and  dryers  for  California  ooaches.  The  crop  outside  cf  Cali- 
fornia is  indicated  to  be  43  percent  larger  than  in  1940. 

Pear  Droduction  this  year  is  indicated,  as  of  July  1,  to  total  31.1 
million  bushels,  compared  with  51.6  million  last  year  and  the  ]_0-year  (1930- 
39)  average  of  27.3  million  bushels.     The  carry-over  of  Pacific  Coast  canned 
pears  was  probably  nearly  three  times  as  larfe  this  year  as  last.  Trade 
reports  indicate,  however,  that  the  pack  of  canned  pears  ma^'-  aporoximate  that 
of  last  year  despite  the  relatively  large  carry-over. 

The  California  Valencia  orange  crop,  rriarketed  mainly  during  the  sujnmer 
•months,  is  now  placed  at  26.1  milllion  bushels,  3  percent  smaller  than  the  crop 
from  the  bloom  of  1939.    Prices  of  California  Valencias  in  the  past  4  weeks 
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nave  increased  relat.iv3  tc  those  of  a  ye-.r  if.c  and  in  the  "reek  ended  Jul.y  11 
Mew  York  auction  prices  averaged  on]y  2  cents  bplo'.'-  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  of  Valencias  to  date  this  season  have  been  belovr  comparable  prices  of 
last  season  because  of  increased  competition  from  Florida  orans'es. 

Total  apricot  -reduction  in  Cal'fornia  and  I'feshinrton  this  year  is 
estimated,  as  of  July  1,  to  total  240,200  tons  co'npared  --vdth  115,900  tons 
in  1940,  and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  a^^orage  of  247,870  tons.     The  California 
crop  probably  vill  be  a  littxe  over  twice  as  large  as  the  siaall  output  of 
last  year,  but  the  ■''■■ashington  crop  is  likely  to  be  slig-htly  smaller.  If 
roughly  110,000  tons  of  apricots  are  driod  and  90,000  tons  are  taken  by  can- 
ners,  there  would  be  40,200  tons  of  California  and  Tashino^on  apricots  avail- 
able for  the  fresh  fruit  tra'ie.    Last  j^ear  22,4B0  tons  -Yere  marketed  in  the 
fresh  fonm.

APPLES 

Early  in  July  the  Agricultiiral  Marketing  Service  reported  that  the 
July  1  condition  of  apples  in  commercial  areas  was  65  percent  compared  ■'■rith 
62  percent  on  July  1,  1940.     Condition  ^vas  above  th.e  6-year  average  in  each 
of  the  three  major  re^J":  on:^  o;^  the  country. 

Shipments  of  ney:  cron  apples  started  earlier  this  season  than  last, 
and  they  have  been  considerably  greater  in  recent  weeks  than  in  the  com.oarabl 
weeks  last  year.    Larger  supplies  of  early  apples  have  resulted  in  prices  to 
date  this  season  averaging  considerably  below  comparable  prices  in  YjiO.  The 
improvement  in  consumer  purchasing  oower  has  not  been  great  enough  to  offset 
the  price-depressing  effects  of  these  larger  supplies. 

AP?JC0TS 

In  1934-38  an  average  of  63  percent  of  the  apricot  crop  was  dried, 
25  percent  was  canned,  and  12  percent  vvas  sold  fresh.     Prior  to  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities  in  Europe  roughly  50  percent  of  the  dried  apricot  pack  and  14 
percent  of  tno  crnned  pack  were  exported.    Exports  of  canned  and  dried  apri- 
cots were  negligible  in  the  1940-41  season  (June-July) . 

The  1940  apricot  crop  in  California  was  the  smallest  since  1921,  but 
the  Washington  crop  was  considerably  greater  than  the  average  crop  produced 
in  1930-39.    In  the  last  10  years  97  percent  of  the  total  crop  in  California 
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and  ^"ashing'ton  oidginatei  in  California.     The  short.  California  crop  resultod 
in  the  canning  of  a  larger  than  normal  portion  cf  the  '%3hington  crop.  Usu- 
ally the  bulk  of  the  "Washington  crop  is  n.ar]cGbed  fresh.    A  Sinaller  than  normal 
portion  of  the  California  crop  was  dried  in  1940,  largely  as  the  result  cf  re- 
duced export  outlets  and  increased  deiiiand  for  fresh  apricobs.     Prices  paid  to 
California  apricot  grovrers  in  1940  ■'/;ere  the  highest  since  1^29 »     In  Washington 
a  larger  crop  than  in  1939  res'uited  in  prices  averaging  slightly  belov/  those 
of  a  year  earlier. 

The  carry-over  of  dried  apricots  into  the  1941  season  7/111  be  negli- 
gible.    The  drying  season  usually  begins  about  the  middle  of  July.     The  carry- 
over of  California  canned  apricots  on  June  1  this  year  was  the  smallest  in  the 
last  6  years,  and  the  June  1  carry-over  of  other  California  canned  fruits  was 
the  smallest  in  recent  years. 

Tota.l  apricot  production  in  California  and  Washington  this  year  is 
estijTiated,  as  of  July  1,  to  total  240,200  tons  coryipared  mth  115,900  tons  in 
1940,  and  the  10-year  (1950-39)  average  of  247,870  tons.    The  California  crop 
probably  vrill  be  about  tvrice  as  large  as  that  of  last  year,  and  the  Washington 
crop  is  likely  to  be  slight l.y  smaller. 

Prospects  are  not  very  bright  for  the  e::portation  of  significant  quan- 
tities of  dried  apricots  this  year.     Some  exports  of  dried  apricots  might  be 
ji-iade  to  Great  Britain  under  terms  of  the  lend-Lease  Act.    Hcv/ever,  in  1934-38 
Great  Britain  took  only  10  percent  of  our  exports  of  dried  apricots.  Thus, 
it  is  probable  that  the  bulk  of  the  dried  pack  v,dll  have  to  be  marketed  in 
this  country. 

If  roughly  .110,000  tons  of  apricots  are  dried  and  90,000  tens  are  taken 
by  canners,  there  would  be  40,200  tons  of  California  and  Washington  apricots 
available  for  the  fresh  fruit  trade.    Last  year  22,480  tons  were  marketed  in 
the  fresh  form,  and  in  1934-38  an  average  o."^  26,360  tons  was  sold  as  fresh 
fruit.     It  appears,  therefore,  that  '%shington  apricots,  whic.'i  normally  are 
sold  in  the  fresh  form,  v/ill  encounter  increased  competition  this  year  from 
California  apricots.     Thus,  the  1941  prices  of  Washington  apricots  vdll  be 
favorably  affected  by  a  slightly  smaller  crop  this  year  over  last  and  in- 
creased consumer  purchasing  power  in  this  country,  but  will  be  adversely  af- 
fected by  increased  competition  from  California  apricots. 

PEACPSS 

BACKGROUND.-  The  increase  in  peach  production  from  1933  to 
1940  took  place  largely  in  the  late  peach-producing  States, 
and  in  California.     Production  in  the  early  States  fluctuated 
about  a  constant  level.     Growers  in  the  areas  that  produce 
peaches  for  market  as  fresh  fruit  have  been  generally  optimis- 
tic, and  a  large  number  of  trees  have  be^n  planted  in  recent 
years. 

From.  June  to  e^rly  August,  10  Southern  States  1,/  are 
the  principal  source  of  market  supplies  of  fresh  peaches.  In 

1/  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  ]>iississippi, 
Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas. 
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the  5-7ear  period  1936-40 ^  approxiias.tely  45  percent  of  the 
United  States  peach  crop,  ex.cludin^  production  in  California, 
was  produced  in  these  States.     In  1940  the  peach  cror)  in  thf.^se 
10  Southern  States  vras  8  percent  sroaller  than  in  1939,  'oroduc- 
ticn  in  competing  areas  was  snaller,  and  consiuiiar  purchasing 
power  was  great'?r. 

Despite  'L-hase  relatively  favorablo  factors,  the  average 
price  received  by  southern  peach  growers  for  their  1940  crop 
was  8  percent  below  that  receivad  for  the  1939  crop.  Indica- 
tions are  that  in  1940  the  major  portion  of  th3  crop  was  mar- 
keted in  a  much  shorter  period  of  time  than  in  1939.  Consider- 
able quantities  of  late  crop  peaches  came  on  th^:  market  in  1940 
v^rhile  large  marketings  of  early  peaches  were  still  being  made. 
The  year  before  only  a  small  quantity  of  early  peaches  remained 
to  be  m.arketed  when  the  late  peach  season  got  into  full  svdng. 
Thus,  it  appears  that  the  shorter  marketing  season  in  1940  for 
the  Fiajor  portion  of  the  crop,  couoled  mth  increased  competi- 
tion froffi  the  late  crop  States,  resulted  in  prices  in  1940 
averaging  below  those  in  1939. 

In  California  the  production  of  both  freestone  and  cling- 
stone varieties  increased  from  1933  to  1940.     The  clingstone 
variety  is  used  orimarily  for  canning,  and  the  freestone  vari- 
ety for  dr.ying  and  for  sale  in  the  fresh  form.     The  demand  for 
canned  freestones  has  been  increasing  in  recent  years,  and  last 
year  about  14  percent  of  the  freestone  cror;  was  canned.  The 
disposition  of  the  total  Califorriia  crop  depends  on  the  size  of 
the  crop,  the  carry-over  of  canned  and  dried  neachss,  the  demand 
for  fresh  peaches,  and  the  market  prospect  for  canned  and  dried 
packs . 

In  the  5-year  period  1934-38,  20  percent  of  the  dried 
peach  pack  and  15  percent  of  the  canned  peach  pack  were  ex- 
ported.    Hostilities  in  Europe  did  not  materially  reduce  dried 
and  canned  peach  exports  until  May  1940.     It  is  estim.ated  that 
less  than  4  percent  of  the  1940  dried  peach  pack,  and  less  than 
1  percent  of  the  canned  pack,  were  exported  during  the  1940-41 
marketing  season. 

Early  peach  crop  second  largest 
in  20  years 

The  Agricultural  Liarketiiig  Servic:;  estimated,  as  of  July  1,  that  the 
peach  crop  in  the  10  Southern  poach  Status  7rould  lotal  21.0  mllion  bushels 
compared  mth  13.9  million  last  year.     The  1931  crop,  the  only  one  in  the  last 
20  years  to  exceed  this  season's  production,  totaled  22.1  million  bushels.  In 
the  latj  States,  excluding  California,  peach  production  this  season  is  esti- 
mated to  tots.l  24.5  million  bushels  compared  with  17.0  million  in  1940. 

Prices  of  early  crop  peaches  in  the  week  ended  July  12  averaged  below 
comparable  prices  a  year  earlier. 
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California  crop  likely  to  be  9  percent 
s:aaller  this  year 

On  July  1  tloe  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  esti'nated  that  the 
California  peach  crop  would  total  21.$  million  bushels  compared  -vdth  23.6 
million  In  1940.    The  clingstone  crop  is  estimated  to  be  about  10  percent 
smaller,'  and  the  freestone  crop  "approxijnately  7  percent  smaller. 

The  California  peach  situation  has  not  changed  naterially  in  the  past 
month.    As  stated  a  month  ago  in  this  report,  the  disposition  of  the  cling- 
stone crop  this  season  vail  depend  largely  upoh  what  canners  thinic  the  demand 
for  canned  peaches  will  be  during  the  coming  marketing  season,  and  upon  the 
demand  for  fresh  peaches.    The  estimates  of  probable  disoosition  of  the 
California  crop  published  in  the  June  issue  of  this  report  have  been  revised 
in  line  with  recent  trade  indications.    It  is  now  estimated  that  the  cling- 
stone crop  of  317,000  tons  will  probably  be  disposed  of  as  follows:  (l) 
286,000  tons  canned,  (2)  15,000  tons  dried,  and^  (3)  16,000  tons  used  fresh. 
The  probable  disposition  of  the  freestone  crop  is  estimated  as  follows:  (l) 

35.000  tons  canned,  (2)  82,000  tons  dried,  and  (3)  82,000  tons  used  fresh. 

PEARS 

BACKGROUND.-  Pear  produc+don  has  about  doubled  in  the  last 
20  years.     The  increase  occurred  largely  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States,  -ivliero  daring  the  5-year  period  1936-40  two-thirds  of 
the  total  United  States  pear  crop  ms  produced.     Farm  prices 
of  pears  tended  to  decline  vd.th  increased  production. 

The  canning  industry  has  provided  ?.n  important  outlet 
for  pears.     In  the  5-year  1934-38  period  approximately  22  per- 
cent of  the  pear  crop  was  placed  in  cans.     In  the  same  period 
the  drying  industry  took  about  5  percent  of  the  crop.  Increas- 
ing quantities  of  pears  have  been  canned  and  dried  in  recent 
years,  but  since  these  outlets  have  not  absorbed  all  of  the  in- 
creased production  the  voluTie  of  pears  for  fresh  ccnsumotion 
has  been  larger. 

In  1934-38  approximately  18  percent  of  the  total  pear 
crop  was  marketed  outside  of  this  country.     In  this  period 
about  30  percent  of  the  canned  pack  and  76  percent  of  the  dried 
pack  were  exported.     Substantial  quantities  of  fresh  pears  also 
were  exported.    Export  markets  provided  important  outlets  for 
the  late  variety  pears:  prior  to  the  nresent  European  TfVar  over 
50  percent  of  total  shipmontc  of  fresh  Hardy,  Cornice,  and  Winter 
Nelis  pears  (important  late  varieties)  went  to  foreign  markets. 

Total  pear  production  ^his  year  is  indicated,  as  of  July  1,  to  total 

31.1  million  bushels.  This  compares  mth  31.6  million  bushels  produced  last 
year,  and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  of  27.3  million.  Eartlott  pear  pro- 
duction in  the  Pacific  Coast  States  is  indicated  to  be  slightly  gr:;ater  than 
in  1940.

The  carry-over  of  Pacific  Coast  canned  pears  -.vas  probably  nearly  three 
tLnes  as  large  this  year  as  last.     Trade  reports  indicate  that  canners  are 
optimistic  and  that  the  pack  of  canned  pears  may  approximate  that  of  last  year 
despite  the  relatively  large  carry-over. 

Production  of  Bartlett  pears  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States  is  indicated 
to  total  about  333, COO  tons.     If  120,000  tons  of  Bartlett  pears  are  taken  by 
canners,  and  17,000  tons  by  dryers,  there  would  be  136^000  tons,  or  3.4  tril- 
lion bushels,  available  for  sale  in  the  fresh  form.    This  5.4  million  bushels 
together  i/vlth  5.4  mi.llion  bushels  of  late  pears  orcduced  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  and  12.0  million  produced  in  all  other  States  would  result  in  a  total 
of  22.8  million  bushels  available  for  the  fresh  market,  roughly  700,000  bush- 
els more  than  last  year. 

CITRUS 

Smaller  supplies  of  summer  oranges 

The  California  Valencia  crop,  marketud  niainly  during  the  summer  months, 
is  now  placed  at  26.1  million  bushels,  3  percent  omaller  than  the  crop  from 
the  bloom  of  1939.     Prices  of  California  Valencias  in  the  Dast  4  weeks  have 
increased  relative  to  those  of  a  year  ago,  5nd  in  the  week  ended  July  11, 
Nev^r  York  auction  prices  of  these  oranges  averaged  only  2  cents  below  those  of 
a  year  earlier. 

Lemon  crop  of  record  proportions 

The  lemon  crop  from  ohe  bloom  of  1940  is  estimated  to  total  13.6  mil- 
lion boxes  compared  with  12.0  million  from  the  bloom  of  1939.     In  the  10-year 
period  1929-38  an  average  crop  of  3.2  million  box:&  ^ae  producej:d. 

The  exLtremely  ivarm  y:eather  during  the  last  week  in  June  and  the  first 
2  weeks  in  July  brought  lemon  prices  above  comparable  prices  of  a  year  earlier 
for  the  first  time  this  season. 

Citrus  production  from  bloom  of 
1941  may  be  smaller 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reports  that  on  the  basis  of  July  1 
condition  citrus  production  from  the  bloom  of  1941  may  be  slightly  smaller 
than  the  estL'^iated  record  production  from  the  bloom  of  1940.
